President has put the final touches to 
his message to be presented to the 
long session of Congress, which begins 
Monday 
Advance copies of the docu- 


ment have been given to the press and 
as usual the strictest precautions have 
been taken to prevent Its becoming 
public before its presentation to 
the 


national legislative body In pi sparing 
the message the President consulted 
a number of senators and. representa- 
tives and among the leading membeis 
of both houses the chief features of 
the message are already pretty well 
known 


It i Is stated on good authority that 


the message will be the shortest 
the 


President has ever written to a regular 
session 
It Is about one-third shorter 


than the message of last year, which 
•was considerably shorter than 
the 


first messsage, two years ago 
The 


document will contain fewer words 
than any message by any of the Presi- 
dents In a number of years 


The message will discuss carefully 


the Isthmian canal complications and 
make recommendations In that regard 
It will also take up the Immigration 
question and suggest greater restric- 
tions to the end that undesirable im- 
migrants may be excluded 
The pos- 


tal scandal will be discussed, the les- 
son to be diawn therefrom pointed out, 
and the officials of the department who 
ferreted out and provided against its 
lepetltlon will be praised 


The message is expected to advocate 


the further enlargement of the navy 
It will not specify the number and 
charaetei of warships which the Presi- 
den believes should be authotized, a1! 
he will refei for that to the recom- 
mendations of Secretaiy Moody 
The 


lattei will, it Is understood, recom- 
mend the construction of at least thiee 
battleships of as gieat tonnage as 
heavily aimored and armed and of as 
gieat speed and coal capacity as any 
e\er authorized by Congress 


Comment will be mc\de 
upon our 


friendly relations with the world at 
large 
The Colombian imbroglio will 


come In for mention and satisfaction 
will be expressed at the settlement of 
the Alaskan boundaiy dispute 
The 


message is also expected to discuss 
the labor question, especially as refei s 
to government employes It will follow 
the precedent set by the President in 
his first message and contain no syn- 
opsis of the lepoits of the Cabinet of- 
ficers 
Of course, the importance of 


currency legislation will be urged but 
In regards to this and all other public 
questions the message is expected to 
be notably short and to the point
